The late Sir John Mahaffy used to say 
that, in Irish affairs, the unexpected 
happened always and the inevitable never. 
Yesterday, in the House of: Commons, a 
Conservative Prime Minister moved the 
second reading of the Bill that makes 
the Irish Free State a partner with 
Canada and Australia in the community 
of British nations. Mr. Bonar Law's 
speech removed the last doubt concern- 
ing the Bill’s treatment at the, hands of 
the Imperial Parliament. It is now certain 
that the Free State will be in being before 
the end of next week. Mr. Law dis 
couraged minute discussion of the terms 
or language of the Constitution, and his 
reasons were accepted by all parties in 
the House. In the first place, amy article 
of the Constitution which conflicts with 
the provisions of the Treaty is tpso facto: 
void and must be amended by the Free 
State Parliament. In the next place, the 
British Government—like all the Dominion 
Governments—is content that the meanr- 
ing of Dominion status shall be deter 
mined rather by experience and expediency 
than by any formal definition, Finally, 
the Law Officers of the late and present 
Governments have certified, after careful 
examination, that the Constitution has 
been kept actually within the four borders 
of the Treaty. Therefore, Mr. Bonar Law 
commended the Bill to the House with a 
clear conscience, and the leaders of the 
Liberal and Labour Parties endorsed his 
expressions of good-will. The Conservative 
“ Die-hards ' did not oppose the measure. 
Even the Ulster Unionists agreed that the 
Treaty “ must be given a chance.” 

The Imperial Parliament’s attitude to 
the Constitution Bill reflects the political 
sanity which has made England great. All 
British parties have decided to forget the 
past and to carry no ancient prejudices 
into the future. British attempts to govern 
Ireland have ended in a failure which 
nobody disputes. For this failure all 
British parties have their several shares of 
responsibility. Having agreed to make a 
fresh start, they prove their British 
common-sense by refusing to indulge im 
mutual recriminations. They have come 
t» the conclusion that, if the Irish problem 
is to be settled gt all, 1f must be settled 
on the basis of a complete measure of 
self-government. All parties realise the 
risks of the experiment. There is the risk 
of an Irish attempt to tarn virtual inde 
pendence into absolute independence. 
There is the risk that the absence of 
strong government in Ireland and the con- 
tinuance of internal conflict may bring 
this country to utter destruction, for 
two reasons, however—as we read their 
thoughts—the English people have resolved 
to commit all their parties to the great 
experiment, One reason is their convic- 
tion that it represents the last chance of 
permanent settlement between the two 
islands. The other reason is their feel- 
ing—a belief in some minds and in all 
minds a strong hope—that Ireland will 
not allow this last chance to be lost. Now, 
if ever, the best qualities of the Irish 
brain and character must assert them- 
selves. They will be operating in a new 
atmosphere of freedom and under the 
stimulus of a supreme need. 

We wish heartily that every Irishman 
could be indaced to take lessons from the 
attitude of the British Parliament and 
people to this political revolution. The first 
lesson might be a lesson in good-will. 
To-day Britain gives to Ireland everything 
that she can afford or can dare to offer, 
and gives it in a spirit of the sincerest 
friendship. Surely that spirit can be 
reciprocated even by those Irishmen who 
still think that Britain has not given 
enough? The spirit is im itself a guarantee 
that, as the new relations between the 
two countries develop with the natural 
growth of political institucions, no further 
ofier that Britain can afford to make will 
be withheld. Then thera is the lesson of 
obedience to political necessity. Britain 


Treland, and, therefore, has accepted it 
with virtual unanimity and has resolved 
to make the best of it. . If all Irishmen 
would follow her example now, we could 
predict with absolute certainty a swift 
and happy issue out of our national 
afflictions. We can learn a further 
lesson—perhaps, the most valuable of 
all—from the thoroughnéss with which the 
fait accompli composes. differences, even of 
the most stubborn standing, between Britons 
of all political parties. There is no Eng- 
lish Conservative, Liberal or Labour man 
who bears a particle of malice against his 
former opponents in the now dismantled 
lists of Irish controversy. If Irishmen, 
North and South, could infect themselves 
to-day with this temper of political sports- 
manship, we should be standing on the 
threshold not merely of a peaceful, but of 
a united, Ireland. 


Mr. Hearst’s Attack. 


William Randolph Hearst, owner of a 
large number of American newspapers, has 
ut the 


flat denial of the whole story 
official named in the affidavit denies point- 
blank that he ever spoke to the said Glazer 
or heard of him. The story scarcely needs 
denial. British shipping companies in- 
terested in the defeat of the Bill are at 
liberty to hire every newspaper in the 
United States to attack the Bill, if they are 
willing to spend the money and if the 
American newspapers are willing to take 
it. To suggest that the British Embassy 
is prepared, in these circumstances, to 
risk its diplomatic reputation by offering 
a bribe to the unknown vice-editor of a 
monthly magazine is too ridiculous for 
words. Sillier stories often have been 
put about to win American elections 
or to secure the passage of American laws ; 
but, when the story const.tutes a gross 
libel on the diplomatic representatives of a 
friendly Power, Americans scarcely can 
ask that the matter shall be treated as one 
of purely domestic concern. The British 
Government is not likely to press for 
official action in the matter. The Ameri- 
can Government, on the other hand, can- 
not refrain from a thorough investigation 
without loss of credit. 


The Port of Dublin. 


We congratulate the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board on the courage which it has 
shown in reducing, its rates on tonnage 
and goods. At a meeting yesterday the 
Board decided to bring its rates for ships 
from 135 1-3 down to 1124 per cent., and to 
make this new rate applicable also to 
goods. The net result of the change will 
be to bring the Dublin rates for, ships 
down to the Belfast level, and to reduce 
the rates on goods by five per cent. in com- 
parison with the rates which prevail at 
the Northern port. The Dublin Port and 
Docks Board through this reduction in 
rates will lose a yearly sum of nearly 
£33,000, but it is hoped that increased 
trade will cover the deficit. The price of 
unskilled labour is considerably greater in 
Dublin than it is in Belfast, and Mr. 
David Barry said that Labour must give 
the Board some further relief. 
words, wages cannot continue at their 
present high level, in view of the fall in 
revenue. Much trade has been diverted to 
Belfast, where rates have been far lower, 
and Southern traders have been at a heavy 
disadvantage. We may hope now that 
matters will begin to improve. The Port 
and Docks Board has faced the situation 
in a business-like way, and, if Labour 
does its share, the prosperity of the port 
will revive rapidly, Even the reduced 
rates, however, are still too high, as Mr. 
Hewat pointed out yesterday; but until 
the expenses of the Board are curtailed 
further reductions will be out of the 
question. If our local traders deal fairly 
with their customers, the action of the 
Port and Docks Board ought to be re- 
flected almost immediately in the price of 
all imported commodities, and the cost of 
living ought to fall. 


Turkish Reforms. 


In Turkey, as in Italy, the new broom 
of a revolutionary Government is sweep- 
ing clean. Hitherto the Turkish race has 
suffered severely through lack of educa- 
tion. There are more than 50,000 villages 
in Anatolia with only a handful of schools, 
and, consequently, the percentage of 
illiterates is extremely high. The Angora 
Government has decided to change all 
that. It proposes now to conscript all the 
educated men and many of the educated 
women in Turkey, not as soldiers, but as 
teachers. Every man will be required to 
spend two years in an Anatolian village, 
where he will impart his khowledge to the 
common people of the country; and the 
Minister of the Interior, Vehli Bey, 
hopes within a short space of time’ to 
have 30,000 schools in full swing. In the 
meanwhile ten great normal schools will 
be established in which future teachers 
will be trained in the most modern 
methods of education. All foreign schools 
which refuse to appoint Turkish head- 
masters and to teach through the medium 
of the Turkish tongue will be abolished, 
and “Turkish Turkey’’ will become the 
order of the day. One can understand the 
vehement zeal of the new Turkish Govern- 
ment for reforms ; but those who know the 
Turk will not have much faith in its 
powers of endurance. The experiment, 
however, will be interesting; and, if it 
should succeed, nobody will be more 
pleased than the peoples of the West, to 
whom uneducated Turkey has been for 
centuries a thorn in the flesh.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
RECITAL. 


FINE QUARTET PLAYING. 


The Committee of the Royal Dublin Society 
must be congratulated on ‘securing the 
Theatre Koyail for their recitals. What a 
relief to listen to ensemble music in such 
airy spaciousness, after the sultry Abbey 
Theatre ! : 


The recital yesterday was one oí the most 
intertsting we have had in late years, not 
only on account of the exceptional gualities 
of the artists of the Philharmonic Quartet, 
but aleo on account of their splendid en- 
thusiasm. In the first. place, the tour players 
suit one another perfectly in quality and 
tone: even their vivrato effects are produced 
in the same way; consequently there is a 
uniformity of tonal balance such as Í have 
rarely heard. © This balance is rendered all 
the more effective by. perfect ensemble, in 
the true sense of the word;. for perfect 
ensemble means that each player listens to his 
companions so carefully that, while each part 
is invested with full individuality, yet it fits 
in to the harmonious pattern—a perfect de- 
mocracy, where every individual finds full ex- 
pression within the scheme of state. 

At first I was wondering why the quartet 
sat in an unusual order with the first and 
sécond violins in front, and the ‘cello and 
viola behind, but after hearing the Haydn 
quartet the reason clear. We have 
read much about dualism in art; the roman- 
tics taught ue to love antithesis. But until 
yesterday I never imagined that a string 
quartet could contain this dual spirit and 
yet be a perfect whole. Mr. Cedric Sharpe 
and Mr. Raymond Jeremy, ‘the ‘cello and 
viola, respectively, are both possessed of á 
very strong passionate personality; yet this 
ruggedness is softened by the enchanting 
sweetness of the two violins, Mr. Frederick 
Holding and Mr. Cecil Bonvalot. Thus, the 
two pairs seemed to be complementary to one 
another; the sensuous sweetness of Mr. 
Holding’s tone was never allowed to become 
morbid, for just then Mr. Raymond Jeremy 
would dash in with his incisive style. 

In the Haydn Quartet in C major, Op. 54, 
No. 2, the prevailing note is one of fairy 
delicacy. The vivace and the stately minvet 
had a splendid freshness, owing to the crisp 
bowing of all four players. In the adagio, 
with its haunting sadness, the esthetic line 
of the phrase was-sometimes a little blurred, 
owing to a littl too much portamento by the 
first violin. 

The quartet in A major, Op. 41, No. 3, of 
Schumann, is a brilliant work, full of the 
riotons joy of the village dance. Schumann 
always seems to have the attributes gener- 
ally associated with the Celts; at one moment 
he is bubbling over with boyish glee, at 
another moment he is weeping sentimental 
tears over some recollection; now he is fiery 
and passionate, now he reaches the lowest 
depths of dejection. The Philharmonic 
Quartet yesterday accentuated this sensitive- 
ness of the composer. 

The quartet in A minor, Op. 51, No. 2, of 
Brahms, is a work that is capable of many 
readings. To one familiar with the classical 
reading of the Catterall quartet the freedom 
and individuality of yesterday's performance 
came as a surprise. The Catteral] reading 
sets out the outline in clear unmistakable 
silhouette; everything is clear and full of 
bright optimism. In the reading yesterday 
the outline is blurred; the strong v7ola play- 
ing of Mr. Jeremy accentuates the passionate 
doubts of Brahms. After hearing the 
Andante and the elusive “Tem di 
Minuetto”’ T was not so sure of the sunny 
optimism of Bralums.

‘AN APPEAL ‘TOR SUPPORT. 
Of the many appeals which have been made 
Dublin. of lela. eohe ae worty cf 
support than that of the St. John Am 
Brigade. On behalf of the Brigade flag days 
are being organised for Friday, 
and y next. i 
In recent months the public has had ample 
ities of seeing for itself a little © 
which is being done by the mem- 
bers of the Brigade. It deserves to be noted 
particularly that the work is entirely volun- 
tary. The sole object of the Brigade is to 
alleviate suffering. Personal working ex- 
penses are borne by the members themselves. 
The upkeep of First Aid ae oga 
i much ex- 


pense, and without public support these must 
of necessity be muc curtailed. 


In 1916 the Brigade had its first oppor- 
tunity to show its usefulness in Dublin. the 
extent to which it used that pecs: f as 
well known. By 1922 it had established it- 
self as the national ambulance service. The 
citizens of Dublin had reason to feel proud 
of the magnificent work accomplished by 
these humane workers among them during 
the conflict in the capital last July. In a 
‘‘ souvenir .namber’”’ of the Jrish Ambulance 
Gazette for October reference was made to 
that trying period. 

The “ souvenir number,” it states, is, “so 
to speak, a sprig of rosemary to commemo- 
rate the splendid services of those gallant 
men and devoted women who risked life and 
limb wn the interests of suffering humanity 
during the battle of the Four Courts and the 
dark days which succeeded it, and have left 
the fair eapital of Hibernia, scarred and 
bleeding.” 

The heroic efforts of the Brigade workers 
during ‘that time are fully recorded. 

During 1919 and 1920, when street fighting 
was of daily occurrence, how many citizens 
took any notice of the constant presence cn 
the streets of the self-sacrificing ambulance 
men, whose duty, while dangerous to them- 
selves, was essential to the safety of 
civilians? The public was served with en 
efficiency and devotion which, because of its 
utter unselfishness, marked the highest form 
of civic virtue. 

During the fighting in Dublin in July, the 
Brigade workers went into the danger zones 
willingly without recognition from any 
quarter; their only protection was the Cross 
of St. John. There is scarcely need to recall 
the difficulties and dangers which beset them 
in their humane duties. At the beginning 
of hostilities the neutral status of the Brigade 
was definitely established, and was after- 
wards acknowledged by both sides. It can- 
not be stated too clearly that the Brigade is 
of no party, but is at the disposal of all who 
suffer and need aid. 

* - + + + * 

Writing to Sir John Lumsden, Chief Com- 
missioner of the Brigade, Father Albert, 
O.S.F.C., in thanking the Brigade for its 
kindness declared that he felt that he could 
not express himself as adequately as le 
should wish. 

““ One can never forget,’’ the letter says. 
“the heroic, unselfish work of the devoted 
members of the Brigade to the wounded, to 
the terror stricken, and to all who needed 
assistance during that period. Not only were 
they chivalrous and strictly impartial in their 
mission of mercy and kindness, but they 
united to those splendid qualities a bravery 
that won the admiration of everyone. Dublin 
may well feel proud of its corps of the St. 
John’s Ambulance Brigade. ' 

The Minister of Home Affairs wrote con- 
veying to Sir John Lumsden ‘an expression 
of the Government's high appreciation of the 
gallant work performed by the members of 
your Brigade in the relief of the suffering 
victims of the recent disturbances in Dublin, 
and the splendid example of public duty dis- 
played by them in circumstances of excep- 
tional difficulty.””

To outline the work of the Brigade in other 
departments would require a good deal of 
space. It may be mentioned that duty at 
football matches, shows, /4tes, cinemas, etc., 
is undertaken by ambulance men and nurses, 
and that ambulance orderlies are always 
ready for street duty. There are two first 
aid: stations at College Green and Nelson's 
Pillar for street aécidents and sudden illnesses. 
There is also a motor ambulance, and facilities 
for the removal by rail or road, or sea, of 
invalids. 

The very poor are taken free of charge and 
by skilled: orderlies. . 

In addition, there is-a medical supply de- 

rtment,; invalid requisites being supplied on 
oan to the very poor. There is also a Child 
Welfare’ Department, and, finally, an instruc- 
tion dépét. Employers are encouraged and ad- 
vised regarding first aid and instruction for 
their employés. 

The entire organisation is self-supporting. 
The service of. members is purely voluntary, 
practically all being workers, who give up 
their spare time to this humanitarian work. 

More money is appealed for by the Brigade 
to enable this work to be carried on. It. is 
sincerely to be hoped that the appeal “will 
meet with the generous response which ‘it 
deserves.

THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 


Tho Prime Minister himself moved tha 
second reading of the Free State Constitu 
tion Bill, and explained why it must. be 
passed by December 6th, and why it. was 
almost impossible to alter it. He pointed 
out that the Treaty, on which it was 
based. had been accepted by the |i 
Parliament and by the country at the late 
elections. The only question was whether 
the Bill conformed to the Treaty, and on 
this point they were fortified by 
opinions of the late Law Officers—incl uw 
ing Lord Hewart, now Lord Chief Justice 
—and the present Law Officers. 

There were, no doubt, some expressions 
regarding the position of the Dowwinions io 
which exception might be taken; but he 
thought, in view of the unwillingness 
the Dominions to have their relations to 
the mother country defined in a Statute, 
that it would’ be undesirable in dealing 
with a new Constitution to put a limit to 
their powers. Above all, we must not 
give any excuse to people in Ireland who 
according to President Cosgrave, were “| 
termined to observe the Treaty, to thin. 
that we were not doing our part. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald entirely agres | 
with the Prime Minister. To criticise the 
Bill, he said, was useless; to sympathise 
was dangerous. He was struck by the 
many constitutional experiments the [rsh 


Government proposed to make, and 
sincerely hoped that they would be su 
cessful. 
A CRITICAL NOTE. 

A note of criticism was heard from 


Colonel Gretton, who took exception to 
several articles in the Constitution, an! 
particularly to the definition of [risi 
citizenship. What, he asked, would be the 
position of an Irish citizen in other parts 
of the Empire, and of a British citizen n 
Ireland? Would the latter be entitled to 
have his house inviolable—Article 7—or 
his children educated free—Article 10? 


Sir John Simon considered that, in view 
of the hon. member’s announcement that 
he was not going to oppose the Bill, tho 
statements in his speech were hardly ri: 
vant, and went on to point out that the 
Irish Constitution shared with the Con 
stitutions of other Dominions th 
characteristic of being largely drafted b) 
the people who had to live under it. 


THE ULSTER VIEW. | 


Mr. Ronald McNeill, from his seat o' 
the Front Governmeat Bench, explained 
briefly his attitude towatds the Bill. He 
still regarded the Treaty as a disastrous 
and indefensible transaction, but he recog- 
nised that the ‘misclifef had been “done 
beyond repair, and they had no choice but 
to carry it to a conclusion.

In the House of Comons Mr. Pringle raised 
a question of the internment by the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland of Mr. Cahir Healy, 
member for Tyrone and Fermanagh. He 
said that the letter to the Speaker from the 
Minister for Home Affairs in the Government 
of Northern Ireland, intimating that the hon. 
member had been intérned since June 19th 
last. did not disclose that he had been 
arrested on any charge. It was well estab- 
lished that privilege from arrest did not ex- 
tend to criminal charges or to breaches of the 
peace, but the internment order, so far as 
could be ascertained, under which the hon. 
member was detained, did not come under 
either of those categories. 

He submitted that the only precedents 
which had any bearing on the present case 
were to be found in connection with various 
suspensions of the Haheas Corpus Act and 
the Protection of Person and Property Act, 
1881.

HER SISTER LEAVES 
JAIL GATE. ' 


HUNGER STRIKE 
ABANDONED. 


By order of the Provisional Government, 
Miss Mary MacSwiney, who had been on 
hunger-strike in Mountjoy Prison for twenty- 
three days, was released from custody last 


night. 

Beyond the fact of the release, Government 
quarters had no information to give to the 
Press. It was stated that Miss MacSwiney 
had been in the custody of the military 
authorities, and that the order for release 
was conveyed to them, but beyond that no 
details were vouchsafed. 

The Jrish Times learns that two. well- 
known Dublin doctors were concerned with 
the immediate details of the liberation. One 
of them is in the employment of the Govern- 
ment. ‘Ihe other brought the order to the 
jail, and gave all. the assistance that he 
could in making smooth the path of exit. 

A military ambulance was provided, and in 
this Miss: MacSwiney was brought at 7 o'clock 
to a nursing home at 38 Eccles street, con- 
nected with the Mater Misericordi# Hospital. 

When a Press representative called at this 
address some time [ater those inside declined. 
to open the oat, but a lady be ee 
uniform appeared at an upper window and, 
in nin Fey on questions, aad | that Miss Mary 
MacSwiney was as’ well as could be rag corra 
in the circumstances, and that she ooked 
very much better than her sister Annie. 

Miss Mary MacSwiney was taken from the 
jail by the entrance giving direct access to 
the female quarter. his gate is further up 
the North Circular road than the main 
entrance at which her sister had taken up a 
position, and consequently the latter did not 
see the removal of the erstwhile prisoner. 

When the news of her sister’s release was 
told to Miss Annie MacSwiney by some of her 
women friends she found it very difficult to 
credit it, and it was some time before she 
could be convinced that it was true. With 
an interval of twenty-four hours, during which 
she had been removed to a nursing home, Miss 
Annie MacSwiney had been on hanger-strike 
outside the jail gate front 3 p.m. he 
17th “ia wwá and had to endure in addi- 
tion the effects of exposure to the recent 
bitter nights. 

When finally convinced that her sister had 
been released, Miss A. MacSwiney consented 
to being removed to the nursing» home. She 
was carried on a stretcher by members of the 
Cumann na mBhan from the jail gates along 
Berkeley road at about 8 o'clock. 

In Eccles street the stretcher was stopped 
by Miss MacSwiney’s request at the nursing 
home to which her sister had been brought, 
and she was taken upstairs to see the released 
prisoner. 

One in bed and the other in the arms of her 
friends, the sisters confronted each other 
mutely for a second. Miss Marty MacSwiney 
moved her head feebly in recognition. Mise 
Annie stared at her, motionless, then col- 
lapsed and was borne away. Not a word wae 
spoken. 

In the nursing home 62 Eccles street Miss 
Annie MacSwiney revived. She was in a 
weak state, but greatly excited and elated at 
the release of her sister. Shortly after 9 
o'clock she was able to take a morse] of dry 
toast and a little tea.

LARGE SCHEMES UNDER 
CONSIDERATION. 


“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


In the face of the revolutionary agitation 
it must be the concern of the Government to 
show that they recognise the gravity of the 
unemployed evil by constructive measures of 
relief. For the present doles must to 4 
certain extent be continued. The Govern- 
ment have now before them a variety of 
large schemes, chiefly for the construction 
of roads and railways, which are receiving 
their careful consideration, and the Cabinet 
Committee will to-day discuss some of them 
with the managers of the railways. 

These schemes must be set on foot as soon 
as possible. They should, as far as is prac- 
ticable, be treated as ordinary industrial 
undertakings, and not labelled “relief” 
works. The contractors responsible for carry- 
out them out should engage their labourers, 
not as members of the unemployed sent down 
to do charity work, but as tegular hands, to 
be paid the wages they earn, and liabie to be 
dismissed if their work is not satisfactory. 
The Government, on broader lines, can help 
to eliminate unemployment by encouraging 
emigration, and by doing all in their power 
to foster the revival of trade. But their im- 
mediate task is the relief of the unemployed. 
By providing for that in 4 wise and generous 
spint they have it in their power to prove 
that they care far more sincerely than the 
agitators for the trials and real interests of 
the unemployed, and so to deprive them of 
their Communistic ammunition.

PRIME MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 


The Times, in a leading article, observes :— 
Guardedly as is his wont, the Prime Minister 
made yesterday a very important st: tement to 
the House of Commons. He said that, while 
no suggestions have been made either by 
France or by Italy to include the question of 
inter-Allied debts in the discussions at Lau- 
sanne, and while no formal discussion with 
our Allies has yet taken place on the subject 
of reparations, the Government will be free to 
consider the matter in all its aspects whenever 
it is discussed. Mr. Bonar Law added in 
answer to a further question, whether the 
Government holds itself open to revise the 
policy laid down in the Balfour Note in regard 
to inter-Allied debts, that the Government is 
“perfectly free to reconsider the question in 
all its aspects. 

In other words, the Prime Minister esta- 
blished the principle that the Government 
does not feel bound to adhere to the policy 
laid down in the unfortunate document ad- 
dzessed on August 2nd by the Earl of Balfour 
to the representatives of France and our other 
European Allies. Though Mr. Bonar Law sub- 
seqently made it clear that the question of 
inter-Allied debts and reparations has not 
vet been considered, he made it equally clear 
that the policy of the late Government 1s not 
held to be binding upon its successor. This 
is, indeed, a welcome statement, which should 
help to improve the position of this country 
both towards its European Allies and towards 
the’ United States. 

Now the Prime Minister's statement 
opens up the possibility of reconsidering the 
whole problem. It may no longer be in our 
power to do “the big thing ” on the scale 
that would have been possible last summer ; 
but, at any rate, an etfort can be made to 
take hold of the problem at the “ mght end.” 
This end is to seek agreement with our 
European Alles upon the basis of proposals 
that shall be fair to them, not unfair to us, 
when al] circumstances and factors are taken 
into account, and just, without being harsh 
or over-generous, towards Germany.

TREATMENT OF CIVILIANS. 

In a message from Munich yesterday, TÁe 
Times Correspondent states :—Presumably as 
the result of the attack on Allied officers at 
Passau and Ingolstadt, the staff of the Inter- 
Allied Control Commission at Munich is being 
considerably increased. Yesterday four senior 
officers, French, Italian, Belgian and British, 
with orderlies, arrived for duty, The cost of 
quarters and maintenance of these officers and 
men must be defrayed by the Bavarian 
Government. The following instances are 
typical of the treatment which any 
civilian may expect from t) » Bavarian autho 
rities should he bappen to pay a visit to the 
offices of the Commission :— 

A German traveller, who had a few small 
English coins, brought them to the Control 
Commission, hoping to find someone there to 
change them into marks, as the banks would 
not deal with such small amounts. On leav- 
‘ing he was arrested within a few yards of 
the building. After several hours in jail he 
was subjected to a “third degree '” examina- 
tion, and was only released on the guarantee 
of two well-known Munich business men who 
vouched for his loyalty. In another case a 
Bavanan peasant, who apparently had more 
faith in Allied justice than in the local law 
courts, brought some irrelevant village dispute 
to the Commission for decision. He was im- 
mediately arrested on leaving the building, 
and was imprisoned for four days before any 
inquiry was made into his case.

LONDON, Monday. 
A White Paper was issued to-day, showing 
that the Irish Free State (Consequential Pro- 
visions) Bill involves expenditure under the 
following heads :—

The Lord Chancellor of Ireland and the 
judges of the Supreme Court of Southern 
Ireland, established under the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920, hold office for life, subject 
to removal by His Majesty on au address 
presented by both Houses of the Imperial. 
Parliament, and their salaries are charged on 
the Consolidated Fund. The existing county 
court judges in Southern Ireland hold their 
offices upon a simular tenure, subject also to 
remova] by the Lord Lieutenant in Council on 
the ground of permanent. infirmity. 

The Courts of the Irish Free State will be 
established and regulated by the Constitution 
and Acts of the Free State Parliament, and 
the judges will be appointed by the representa- 
tive of the Crown on the advice of the 
Executive Council, and, under the Constitution, 
will be removable only for stated misbehaviour 
or incapacity, by resolutions of the two Houses 
of the Free State Parliament. 

There is no provision for the automatic 
transfer of existing judges, and the effect is 
that the existing Courts and the office of judge 
in such courts will be abolished when the new 
Courts are established. 

Article X. of the ‘Treaty provides for the 
payment by the Free State of compensation 
on terms, not less favourable than those 
accorded by the Government of Ireland Act, 
1920, to judges and other public servants who 
are discharged by it, or who retire in conse- 

uence of the change of Government, 
icle 76 of the Constitution makes provision 
accordingly as i “Wa existing judges. 

The Act of 1920, however, provides only 
for the voluntary retirement of existing 
judges, and does not provide for the event

LESS SHOOTING OF LATE. 

The activities of the national troops are 
quickly reassuring the public in Cork City, 
ani of late there has been freedom from 
outbursts of firiag and sniping.

A military patrol which was doing duty in 
Patrick street, Cork, on Sunday evening haat 
placed under arrest three men who are re- 
ported to have been concerned in a recent 
robbery. Various articles, it is said, were 
found in their ession—two ladies’ watches, 
a pair of field glasses, three brooches, a 
cigarette case, two gentlemen's overcoats, two 
suits of clothes, a vest, two cardigans, and a 
pair of boots, 

At about eight o'clock on Sunday night an 
attack was made on the barracks occupied by 
national troops at Glanmire. Fire was opened 
from three sides on the building, Thompson 
and Lewis guns, as well as rifles and revolvers, 
being used. The troops replied, but owing to 
the wooded state of the district from which 
the attack was made they were placed at a 
great disadvantage. Firing continued for 
about an hour, when the attackers were beaten 
off. The national forces sustained no casual- 
ties. 

Searches conducted by national forces in 
various parts of the city of Cork during the 
week have resulted in the taking of a number 
of prisoners. One prisoner is charged with 
having been implicated in recent bomb attacks 
in the city streets, and another is alleged to 
have been connected with a recent ambush of 
a party of national troo while returning 
from a funeral at Ballyvolane.

When it} 
remembered how great that margin was dur- 
ing tho war, it is not surprising that there 1s 
more inquiry for linen. 

It is fortunate, when the trade outlook 
shows such distinct signs of improvement, that 
there should be any unsettlement in the im- 


dustry by reason of several firms, who were 
not able to weather the recent depression, 


being unable to meet their creditors. During 
the past week official announcements have 
been published in regard to three firms all ¢ 
which have been closely related, and it is 
understood that four or five smaller firms in- 
votved in these stoppages of payment have 
had to make arrangements with their creditors. 
The cause of these failures to meet creditors 
is easily explained. It is entirely due to the 
deflation tn values. During the boom linen 


rose to six or seven times pre-war prices, and 


was exceeding!y difficult to obtam even at 


these rates. In order to secure stocks some 


firms had to place orders nearlv a year ahead, 
and, while many firms adopted a conservative 


attitude in regard to commitments, others 


fonnd that they had over-loaded, in view of 


the drop in demand, and when time raime te 


accept delivery the fal’ in prices had set in. 
A cut of 50 per cent, in prices was followed 
by a further cut of 25 per cent., and the im- 
portance of this to firms holding half a million 
pounds worth of stuck can readily be esti 
mated. Coincident with the fali in tas 
about 18 months ago there was a remarkable 


shrinkage in demand from practically all the 
markets in the world. Some countries like 
Cuba were unable to liquidate high-priced 
stocks which they held, and im turn postponed 


payment to Beifast manufacturers. Cuba has 


now apparently got over its difficulties, and is 


again a buyer, and outstanding accounts have 


been practically all paid 


While the linen industry has passed through 
a critical period it is the general view that it 
has weathered the storm much better than 


many induxtrics in (Great Britain similarly 


circumstanced, and this is due to the highly 
efficient organisation of the various branches 
of the industry and the method by which 
each branch co-operated with the other to pre- 


vent over-production and to conserve the de 


| creased flax supply, while, at the same tume. 


permitting the higher-priced goods already 


manufactured to be sold out. [t is not im- 
orobable that there may be stoppages of pay- 
ment by other firms who have cvet-eaded 
and are unable to carry their stocks on the 


existing capital. At the same time, it 


believed tha: arrangements which have been 


made will enable the industry to “ carry on 


satisfactorily until the more favourable times 
ahead are reached. The larger firms are im a 
perfectiy sound positioa, and, even if a dozen 
of the smaller concerns stop payment, they 
are but a smal! fraction of the 450 firms en 
gaged in all branches of the, industry, with @ 


capital exceeding that ef all the Irish rail 


ways. The principal effect of the failures 
has been to create a feeling of uncertainty 6 
regard to the disposal of the stock and the 
possibility that it might be thrown upon the 
market and further deflate prices, but it is 
understood arrangements have been made for 
the gracual absorption of the goods without 
involving any undue competitioygwith other 
existing stocks. Another unsettihg effect is 
the tendency which they have of restricting 
credit between traders, and for a time, at any 
rate, reducing trading to narrow limits. The

nantity of goods were shipped to the United 
States to get in before the new tariff oper- 
ated) it is nearly 500,000 square vards mor 
than in the. month of “August. Shipments to 
the United States of oviece goods were 
| 5,397,000 square vards valued at £276,742. 
| compared with the exceptional figure 
4,654,500 square yards valued at £325,855 for 
the previous month. This 657,500 square 
yards is only 16 per cent. less than the ab- 
sormal September figures, and indicates that 
the American new tariffs have not inflicted 
the ruimous blow to the Irish. linen industry 
which pessimists predicted. At the same time 
it must not be forgotten that in this par- 
ticular instance the manufacturer, and not 
the consumer, is bearing the cost of the tariff 
by cutting his prices, and this is shown in 


regard to table linens, which decreased 


value to £72 813, or nearly 40 per cent. The 
demand from the European market is still 
affected by the adverse exchanges, but even 
here there is a decided improvement. France. . 
ior instance, bought 150,500 square yards. ás 
nearly five times more than in September. Pye 
while all other European countries, except 
Spain and Switzerland, increased their pur- 
chases. The depression in the embroidery in- 
dustry in the latter country is probably re- 


sponsible for the decline in the linen import. 


The South American Republics and Cuba 
are gradually increasing their purchases, and 
it would appear that these countries are now 
getting over their financial difficulties. Last 
month's shipments to these countries totalled 
459,500 square vards. an advance of over 40 
per cent. compared with the previous month. 
Brazil jumped from 151.900 square vards to 


241,100 square yards, and the Argentine Re 


public from 151,400 to 165,400 square yards. 
For nearly a century the South American 
Republics have been good customers of the 
Irish linen im astrv the demand from the 
British Colonies and Dominions is well main- 
tained. The shipments to British Fast India, 
New Zealand. and South Africa reveal can- 


siderable improvement. Australia, which 


a considerdijle linen user in ptoportion to its 


population, shows a decreased import 


month, but this is explained by the fact that 
it is now “between seasons’ in that coun- 
try, while Canada at the moment is baying 
winter woollens instead of linen fabrics. The ' 
total exports of all classes of linen goods dur- 


ing the month was £859,111. 


During the past week spinners in Belfast 
have received more inquiries, and orders are 
becoming more numerous. On the other 
hand, weavers complain that the prices which 
competition is now forcing them to take 
approach cost, and even below it. Consider- 


able quantities of some lines have been 
offered at keen prices. Russian flax. ; 


before the war was obtainable at £38 per ton, 


is still being held for £105 to £110 per ton, 


while the better quality Irish flax is selling 


around £120 per ton. All flax offered 
Ulster markets is bought at steady prices. 


LONDON WOOL SALES.

At the sales yesterday 13,069 bales of woo! were 
submitted to a good attendance of both home and 
Continental buyers. The sales passed off withon! 
any quotable change in prices. Withdrawals were 
more frequent, the price asked by sellers being too 
high for bayers. A further hardening iecndency for 


the filmer grades of wool was apperent. 
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
